In an article describing "The Social 
Lite of the President," in the Apiil La- 
diea' Home Journal, ex-President Harri- 
son tells of the fatigues of handshaking, 
aud, also, of the bent fits of being brought 
in contact with the good, honest-luarUd 
people of the country.
